There was a heavy swell, ami as I 
oso to the crest of a wave, I saw tho 
hip, looking very small, as if she were 
already a long way oil'.

to sleep. I was aroused by some- 
thing touching me, forcing me down 
in the water, and then dragging mo 
out altogether, and the next thing I 
knew I was among men who were 
talking, though I could not under- 
stand them for the rushing and whiz- 
zing in my ears. 


The first words ] understood were 


something about "handing mo up," 
and at tho same time I felt myself be- 
ing lifted up to the ship's side, and 
seized by a number of arms. Then 
my clothes seemed to come off all at 
once—they had been cut olt' by the 
doctor with a sharp knife—and then I 
felt warmth all over inc. Soon I know 
that I was lying in warm blankets 
with hot bottles under my armpits 
and feet. I could hear voices round 
me and knew what they said, and I 
could feel hands rubbing my limbs 
and turning me about. But I could 
not speak or move, or show any signs 
of life, and in my inside I still felt so 
cold I thought I must die. 


At length I felt something very hot 


in my mouth, and I gulped and it 
went down my throat. It came again 
and again, and wanned me and made 
me feel better, though fearfully sick. 
Then I felt a terrible pricking and 
twitching (like "pins and needles," 
when your foot lias gone to sleep) all 
over me.

The Mllo In All Countries. 


Did you ever stop (o think that all 


Countries do not use the same standard 
'or a mile that we do. and that \vn do 
lot use those of .ill other countries, 
uul that if \ve did, wliat a badly 
jumbled incus we would have? Not 
only the mile of the separate countries 
liffers greatly in the number of feet 
and yards comprised, but those of tlie 
same countries vary in different pro- 
vinces. Thus the English mile differs 
iroui the statute mile, and the French 
.lave three sorts of leagues. 


The English, mile consists of 5,280 


feet. 1.760 yards, or 8 furlongs. 


The Russian "verst" is about three- 


quarters of an English mile. 


The Scotch and Irish mile is about 


one and a quarter English. 


The Dutch, Spanish and Polish mile 


is three and u half English. 


The German mile is four times as 


long as the English. 
The Swedish, Danish and Hungarian 


mile is from iive to six and a half Eng- 
lish miles. 
The French common league is three 


English miles.

DEATH BY ELECTRICITY. 


The New York Supreme Court Decide* 


Is Favor ot It* Constitutionality. 


EOCHESTEB, N. Y., Dec. 81. -Owing to 


the fact that Judge Barker will retire 
from the bench on the 31st inst., tho 
Judges of the General Term have been 
holding councils over the decisions tor 
the October term. Yesterday morning a 
decision in the Kemmler case, with a long 
opinion by Judge Dwight, was handed 
down. 


It will be remembered that H. Kemm- 


ler is the murderer condemned to death 
under the new law providing for the ex: 
ccution of murderers by electricity. 
Following is an 
abstract of Judge 


Dwight's opinion: 


A writ ol habeas corpus was sued out al- 


leging that Kcmiuler was sentenced to un- 
dergo a cruel and unusual pUDlshment, con- 
trary to the Constitution of the State of New- 
York and ul the United States. An offer wus 
made to prove that the punishment as pre- 
scribed by the statute was cruel and unusual. 
A referee was appointed to take and report 
such proofs as should be offered by either 
party on the question proposed. The court 
below dismissed the writ and remanded thu 
prisoner to the custody of tho atrent and 
•\vardenof the State's prison. An appeal from 
that order brings the case to this court 
nnd presents a question very nnvel in its 
character, and inthe manner of its presenta- 
tion.

The question now to be answered is whether 
the legislative aet here assailed is subject to 
the same condemnation. Certainly it is not 
BO on Its face, for, although the mode of 
death described is conceded to be unusual, 
there is no common knowledge or consent 
that It is cVuel; it is a question of fact 
whether an electrle.il current of sufllcient 
ntensity and skillfully applied will produce 
leatn withoutunneces^ary suffering. Is this 
•.question open to investigation of the court 
when called upon to decide the validity of 
the law in question, or must it be presumed 
to have been determined by the Legislature, 
In favor of tbe mode of punishment pre- 
icribed? For the first tune in the history of 
lurisprmlenee has a court been called upon to 
enter such investigation 


The Judge suggests that it could safe- 


ly be presumed that the Legislature had 
sufficiently investigated tho nature of 
the punishment beforo passing tho law, 
and reviews tho work of the committee 
which investigated methods of capital 
punishment. After reviewing the ex- 
periments made upon animals with elec- 
tricity and accidental deaths of men 
through the same instrumentality, the 
Judge concludes:

reasonable doubt that the passage, of a current 
of electricity of a certain •u»ll-dctermined 
intensity through the vital p.irts of tho body 
under chosen conditions ot contract and re- 
sistance must result in Instant death.

Ths intention of the doctor 
evidently is to catch the church on the 
horns of a dilemma, but one of his con- 
temporaries catches the doctor neatly on 
the hip with a further quotation from 
James, as follows:
